Smith, the permanent chairman of the 
convention, declared himself to be a be- 
liever in the Bennett law th» declaration 
was greeted with applause. But three or 
four of the congressional districts out- 
Bide of Milwaukee were represented, and 
these by scattering delegates, not even 
Milwaukee having a full representation in 
the convention. 
It was the most sllmly- 


attended convention the labor party has 
held ior many years, and the only interest 
displayed in the convention, was in the 
school question, but this led to a lively 
discussion. 


The School Question. 


The platform, after declaring among 


other things for a law favoring public 
control of all such public conveniences as 
the telephone, telegraph, aud street car, 
and for a law abolishing all such detective 
agencies as the Pinkerton's, had 
this 


to say on the school question: 


"We favor compulsory education of all 


children between the ages of 7 and 14 
years either in public, parochial, or other 
private schools, and the prohibition of 
child labor in factories and workshops. 
Part of the education of the children 
should be in the English language. 
As 


both the Republican and Democratic par- 
ties have declared in favor of those prin- 
ciples long demanded by our party we 
consider them no longer an issue in poli- 
tics." 
The Platform Adopted. 


Gustav Rahn, of Milwaukee, moved to 


strike out so much of the platform as re- 
ferred to the Republican and Democratic 
parties. It was plain to be seen, he said, 
that the Democratic platform was not 
sincere in declaring in favor of compul- 
sory education and at the sume time dc 
manding the repeal of the Beuuett law. 
Every man opposed to compulsory educa- 
tion, child labor, and the teaching o£ the 
English language is marching under the

WASHINGTON, Aug. 21.—Modern jour- 


nalism in America is bringing to the 
front new men and new ideas. Most 
conspicuous of the recent successes is 
Joseph Pulitzer, of The New York 
World. The story of the ri-e of that 
journal in popularity, and of its proprie- 
tor in wealth, is almost like a fairy tale. 
"Guess how much money The World 
earned a.-, clear profit last year," said 
one of Mr. Pulitzer's friends to me a few 
3ays ago. I hazarded a gup-^ at u half 
niiilio.i dollars. "You fall far short,"

laid the gentleman. 
"Last year The 


World made a net profit of SI,200,000 
The receipts from Th" Funday World 
alone are enough to pay 'lie entire ex- 
pense of the establishment. l"a\ing the 
earning' of the paper on the other six 
days and of The Weekly World as clear 
profit. There is no other paper in the 
world that makes half so much profit. 
Probably The Sew Yolk IL-rald is earn- 
ing three or four bundled thousand dol- 
lars a year. 
There are other papers in 


New York which earn small fm tunes 
every year. The Chicago Tribune makes 
» net yearly profit of $200.000 for its 
owners, and The News makca half as 
much. What The Chicago Herald makes 
Is not known, for the reason that about 
all of its profits, which are very large, 
go into new presses and buildings." 


"Does Mr. Pulitzer keep close eye upon 


his journal'/" 1 asked. 


"He thinks of nothing else 
He de- 


votes all his time to the paper. If he ii 
in Euroi>e an outline of the contents of 
the paper is cabled him every morning. 
Usually this, is done by transmitting the 
headlines uf the more important articles. 
If The World has any exclusive items 
of news—news which no other paper has 
—this is often cabled him in full, and 
Mr. Pulitzer measures the value of a 
man's work largely by tbe number of 
exclusive items he is able to send in. 
Every exclusive brings a complimentary 
letter from Mr. Pulitzer himself, and a 
succession of exclusives elicits reward in 
the shape of a fat check or other hand- 
some present. Mr. Pulitzer, like Mr. 
Bennett of The Herald, is in constant 
communication with his assistants by 
cable, and the policy of the paper is 
dictated by him from day to flay. 
He 


often cables over editorials which he has 
himself written anent the news of the 
previous dny. and nothing could illus- 
trate better than this the wonderful 
facilities there are in this day for a man 
on one side of the ocean keeping himself 
en rapport with what is happening on 
the other Mdt. 


"Mr. Pulitzer is a hard worker. He 


has built up his paper on ideas, on proj- 
ects for attr.u ting the public attention, 
on novelti-js. and he has himself fur- 
nished many n[ the most successful plans 
of campaign. Though he lias an income 
of $1,SOO,OOJ a > -ar from The World and 
|200,000 iroiu The St. Louis Post-Dis- 
patch, he insists upon keeping right 
»long at woik. His health, as you know, 
Is very poor, ami his ejesight has almost 
failed Mm, but lie shuts himself in a 
dark room, has the dispatches and the 
papers read to him by his secretary, and 
dictates his replies and instructions. 
Scarcely nday passes in which Cul. Cock- 
erill and his "associate* i.t the staff are 
not surprised by the evidences placed 
befoie them of Mr. Pulitzer's activity 
ind ingenuity. H- is a singularly in- 
ventive man. Fur instance, tlu plan of 
having votr..^ contests for the mo,t pop- 


more voting contests in The World." 
Thus it has happened that The World, 
which was the first paper to take up the 
voting scheme, was the first to drop it." 


One of the most remarkable examples 


of the efficacy of a novel plan in build- 
ing np a newspaper is that afforded by 
the Boston Globe in its voting contest 
for the most popular Grand Army man. 
In a moment of inspiration Col. Taylor, 
the proprietor of that wonderfully suc- 
cessful paper, conceived the idea of 
offering a thousand dollar sword to be 
voted for by the friends of the Grand 
Army veterans. It was a peculiarly ap- 
propriate plan for attracting attention, 
on account of the national Grand Army 
reunion held last week in Boston. Its 
success must have astonished Col. Tay- 
lor himself. It has increased the circu- 
lation 
of his paper forty 
or fifty 


thousand copies per day, much of 
which 
is 
likely 
to be permanent 


growth. 
Orders 
for 
extra 
copies 


have poured in from all parts of the 
country, and the presses have been 
busy for weeks printing two page sheets, 
one of them containing the voting 
coupon. The Boston Globe is, by the 
way, itself an example of what novelty 
and during will do in the way of win- 
ning readers for a paper. It is a type, 
and Col. Taylor is a representative, of 
the new school of journalism, which 
consists of making as good a paper as 
money can make—as good as any other 
paper_and then pushing it upon the 
public notice find into the public favor 
by a succession of novel projects. 


"it was Col. Taylor who first tried the 
experiment of offering prizes for the 
best ideas to be used in this manner in a 
newspaper office. That was three or 
four years ago. and I have heard it said 
that the suggestions which came pour- 
ing in, and which coat but a few hun- 
dred dollars, have been worth $300,000 to 
The Globe. Mr. Pulitzer also tried this 
plan a short time ago, and astonished 
himself, no doubt, and his readers be- 
sides with the results. The simple truth 
is that ickas are worth money in the 
newspaper world, just as they are in the 
eeld of invention. The young news- 
paper man who has a good idea should 
not give it away. One idea which may 
be made to result in a successful stroke 
in New York, Boston or Chicago is worth 
as much to a man as five years of pains- 
taking work. Two years ago a young 
man from a country town came to me in 
Washington for a letter of introduction 
to- Col. Cockerill, of The World. He 
had determined to seek employment in 
New York. 
"I do not know Col. Cockenll," I said, 


"but I'll give you something better than 
a letter of introduction." Then I sug- 
gested an idea which I thought might 
please the editor. Armed only with this 
my young friend went to New York, 
where he was a stranger, and now he is 
one of the most valued and most pros- 


but a few hundred.readers. He would 
literally hide MB light under a bushel. 


There are two kinds of newspaper tal- 


ent. One is the ability to make a good 
and complete newspaper, the genius for 
gathering, editing and winnowing news; 


other is a faculty of making the pa- 
talked about, so that as soon as one 
has been attracted as a reader he at 


uui/o, perhaps unconsciously to himself. 
Induces a number of his friers to fol- 


r his example. When the two kinds 
talents are combined success is sure to 
low. In this case Mr. Scott went 


straight after the public. He offered a 
bicycle to every boy or girl who brought 
him a list of 100 subscribers for a single 
month. At once an army of boys and 
girls sprang to work. They called upon 
their friends and neighbors, induced 
them to subscribe, just to try the paper, 
and in three months Mr. Rcott has had 
to buy three or four car loads of bicy- 
cles. At the same time he has received 
in return a circulation for his paper

Mr. Robert Patterson, manajring editor 
of Tho Chicago Tribune, once said to 
me: "I can hire plenty of good newspa- 
per men for fifty dollars a week. I would 
like to find a man with enough original- 
ity in the way of suggestions so that I 
might pay him fifty dollars a day." _ 


Whenever the modern school of jour- 


nalism has been introduced it has had its 
influence upon all the journals in the 
field. In Chicago, tor-instance, the con- 
servative Tribune and Inter-Ocean, and 
even the staid Evening Journal, have 
been stirred up by the competition of 
the newer and livelier Herald. This last 
named paper was founded by Mr. James 
W. Scott, who was one of the earliest to 
perceive the value of novelty in journal- 
ism. Mr. Scott has been the Pulitzer of 
Chicago. 
In five or six years he has 


built up a paper which leads all rivals in 
circulation, and which will soon occupy 
one of the most artistic and complete 
newspaper buildings in this country. 
One of Mr. Scott's first schemes for at- 
tracting attention to his paper was an 
edition of The Herald dated 1985, writ- 
ten throughout, advertisements and all, 
as of 100 years hence. Of this novel edi- 
tion more than a million copies were 
sold, some of them in Europe and many 
of them on the streets of New York and 
cither eastern cities. The Herald was 
the mst paper in the world to sound the 
public on the question, "Is Marriage a 
Fdiluie:1'' a discussion which added many 
thousands to the permanent circulation 
of the paper. It was also one of the 
first papers to make a feature of daily 
illustiations. 


Not content with having put The Her- 


ald in front rank, Mr. Scott is now 
building up an evening paper in Chi- 
cago. Of course he is pursuing the same 
methods which have been so successful 
in New York, Boston and elsewhere. 
After first making his arrangements for 
the publication of a first class paper Mr. 
Scott looked about for uome means of In- 
troducing it to the public. To print a 
good paper is one thing, to let the public 
know of it is another. A man might 
start in New York a paper superior in 
every way to The World or Tribune 
or Times, expending upon It ten of 
twelve thousand dollars per week, and 
without some novel gchemeu to attract

When You Co to Ireland Do Not Forget 


the Hints Here Given. 
[Sixxjial Correspondence ] 


CORK, Aug. 8.—The traveler should 


not be content with a merely cursory ex- 
amination of the city of Queenstown. 
He will not find many pronounced ob- 
jects of interest in the city itself, but 
In its environs there are many land- 
scape scenes, ancient abbeys and othei 
objects of interest to captivate the eye 
and to stimulate the fancy. Tho Vale 
of Glenmore, for instance, only two 
miles from Queenstown, is worthy of a 
visit, and within the same number of 
miles from the city is the tomb of the 
Rev. Charles Wolfe, the author of "The 
Burial of Sir John Moore." Leaving 
Queenstown the traveler will find the 
ancient town of Youghal to be worth 
seeing. Of all the quaint towns in Ire- 
laud this is probably the quaintest. In 
it, in a good state of preservation, is the 
residence of the late Sir Walter Raleigh, 
and the caretaker will show the visitor 
where this celebrated gentleman planted 
the first Irish potato in his grounds. This 
is what the caretaker says, but of course 
it wasn't really an Irish potato at that 
time. It hadn't been naturalized, so to 
speak. 
Cork will not be of particular interest 


to the American traveler, because it so 
closely resembles a bustling New Eng- 
land town. The Protestant church of 
St. Fin Bars, and also the Roman Cath- 
olic church of St. Peter and St. Paul, 
are both worth seeing. To the romantic 
mind, however, the Mardyke road will 
furnish the most pleasurable emotions. 
This is where the Cork lovers go for an 
evening stroll. It is just within the en- 
virons of the city, and is about the 
length of the Brooklyn bridge. It is 
lighted by gas and is beautifully shaded 
by overarching trees. 
Of coarse no 


traveler will miss going to the famous 
Blarney Castle. It is only about ten 
miles from Cork. It is reached by a 
small railway, the price of the trip back 
and forth being only forty cents. If 
one gives the caretaker 
twenty-five 


cents to show him over the castle that 
useful person will be quite satisfied. So 
Blarney Castle may be seen from Cork 
for less than a dollar. 


Most American tourists, however, have 


paid about $10 for this privilege. 


Don't be foolish enough to believe that 


tha rock pointed out by tbe guide is the 
genuine Blarney stone Tens of thon- 
Bands have kissed a stone under this mis- 
taken impression, and they have proba- 
bly wondered why their luck didn't im- 
prove afterward. 
The genuine stone, 


which was originally brought from 
Palestine, and which bears the inscrip- 
tion cut into it four centuries ago, is 
located in the wall of tbe castle at least 
thirty feet from the top. To kiss it a 
man would have to bo lowered by ropes, 
and then be would have difficulty in ac- 
complishing his purpose, as it is covered 
with a luxuriant ivy vine.

DURSTON'S BUKGLAR 


llltB of Foreign Life In New York. 


KEW YORK, Aug. 21.—On Washing- 


ton street a small colony of Mohammed- 
ans affords considerable fun to the boys 
of the neighborhood. They eeem to be 
quite strict in observing the forms of 
their faith, and go through the washing 
of the hands at meals, the frequent use 
of the prayer rug, and the kneeling to- 
ward Mecca with great regularity. They 
never drink stimulants, eat sparingly 
and of the simplest foods, and conduct 
themselves with oriental propriety and 
dignity. They appear to be natural 
born peddlers, and while not receiving 
very large profits manage to put by never 
less than a dollar a day for future en- 
joyment in the lands of the sultan. 


Cuba rmi&t be in a bad way politically 


and financially, if we are to judge from 
the number of hor citizens who arrive 
here every week. All the hotels and 
boarding houses which cater to them are 
overcrowded. 
In many callings the 


Cubanos have come to occupy so promi- 
nent a place as to attract general notice. 
They have several restaurants down 
town, in which are daily served such un- 
American dishes as dried codfish and 
red peppers, gnava marmalade and 
breadstieks, and stewed tomatoes, bacon 
and onione. 
Nearly all of them are 


ultra Republicans and strong annexa- 
tionists. 


Though the African slave trade was 


abolished in tha beginning o£ the cent- 
ury, and there is but little trade be- 
tween the United States and the "Dark 
Continent," there is nevertheless a Blow 
but constant inflow of the Ethiopian 
race to this country.

When 
satisfied no one was about he scraped 
away the ashes, raised the stone on 
which the fire was built and weighed 
out the necessary gold dust to make tho 
$1,000. These little precautions were al- 
ways taken in that region, where even 
robbers were more plentiful than fort- 
unes. 


The tools were bought, Jonea lending 


the money aud the miner promising him 
one-third of the profits of the mine. For 
months the solitary miiier labored, but 
he did not strike the lead. He grew 
wan and hollow eyed, and occasionally 
dropped in to see Jones. The latter had 
by this time abandoned all hope of ever 
seeing his money again. 


"There's no gold up there," he would 


inform tho exhaust* d miner. 


"Yes, there is," insisted the latter, "if 


I could only strike it." 


Affairs were now becoming desperate 


with the hopeful but penniless man. 
One day he called on Jones and, after 
coughing apologetically, asked for some 
meal and bacon. Ho knew he would 
be successful eventually with hia search, 
but provisions were out. Jones smiled 
again. 


"It's like throwing it in a rat hole," 


he cheerfully observed as he dug out a 
side of bacon and gathered up a sack ol 
corn meal for his luckless partner. For 
four months nothing was heard of the 
old fellow, and Jones presumed he had 
either gone away or had died at his post 
up the gulch. Both suppositions were 
erroneous. The miner dashed into the 
store one day irradiated with joy. He 
bad really struck his bonanza. The 
mine was sold for 13,000,000, and, faith- 
ful to his promise, the honest miner 
gave Jones one-third of it. Senator 
Jones' prosperity dated from that time.

orange peel, bean skins, peaacods 
olive stones strewn amid the grass. Tho 
author of "Sardinia and the Sards" pub- 
lishes this record of the amount of foot 
consumed at a gathering to celebrate tha 
ordination of a priest:
